M S 8 
Vrances JB. IViiliard Talks 
About the Effect of the ''Orig- 
inal Packafi;e" JDecision. 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., May 21.—Miss Fran- 
ces E. Williard, president of the Na- 
tional Woman's Temperance union, is 
in this city to attend the state meeting 
of the union. In the course of a lengthy 
interview on the whisky question in 
general, she touched upon the recent 
"original 
package" 
decision of the 
United 
States supreme court. She 
said: 


"There is nothing to discourage ue. 
When the fugitive slave law was passed 
and the dread Scott decision was given, 
all looked dark to the •worker for 
free- 
dom. 
Nothing, however, 
cculd 
have 
liappened so helpful to the abolition 
cause as -when it was 
decided b y tiie 
highest legal authority in America 
that 
the 'negro had no rights that a "white 
m a n was bound to respect.' 
That was 
the crack of doom to the slave power. 


"Now, if a prohibitory state has no 
laws that the United States is bound to 
respect—and this is exactly the force of 
the supreme court decision—it 
will 
prove the crack of the doom to the 
whisky oligarchy. If politicians know 
the day of their salvation, they will 
huri-y through the bill exempting the 
prohibitory states from any action of 
the inter-state commerce law so far as 
liquor is concerned. If they do not, 
nexf fall's elections will make lively 
fighting all along the line. 
The people 
in prohibitory states like Iowa and Kan- 
sas are apt to become provincial. But 
this decision obliges them to cast their 
eyes toward the horizon. It makes 
prohibition national with a big capital 
N." 


SUNDAY LAW IN IOWA. 


CKEBTON, Iowa, May 21.—Nine local 
liquor dealers were arrested yesterday 
on the charge of keeping disorderly 
houses, because they refused to close 
their saloons on Sunday. 
Four of them 
pleaded guilty and paid fines amounting 
to $70. The other five wUl stand trial. 
In passing sentence Judge Davis, of the 
superior court, announced that he would 
impose the full penalty of $100 fine for 
each additional violation of the Sunday 
law by the same sureties. 


MQUOB TO MINOKS. 
BoYiiESTOWN, Pa., May 21.—An inter- 
esting case of furnishing liviuor to two 
Indian boys, was tried before Judge 
Yorks yesterday afternoon. The pros, 
ecutor was A. P. Campbell, an agent of 
the Carlise Indian school. 
The testi- 
mony showed that Joseph Doan, of 
Yeadly, sold the liquor to Ralph Nalt- 
ney and Peter O. Coted, two Indian 
boys, living with farmers in Lower 
Berks county. 
The defendant was con- 
victed and sentenced to pay a fine of 
$1,000 and costs and undergo an im- 
prisonment of six months in the Doyles- 
town jail.

The Proceeding's of Their ^'ational 
Session To-(4ay. 


SAiiATOGA, N. Y., May 21.—The time 
of the Presbyterian assembly this morn- 
ing was occupied in hearing the report 
and recommendations of the board of 
foreign missions. 
Dr. DiiTicI J. Burrill, 
of Minneapolis, chairman of the stand- 
ing committee, read the report. The 
number of missionaries now in the field 
is 576. The work in China was es- 
pecially encouraging, notwithstanding 
the relations between this government 
and China. 
The result in Corea is al- 
most marvelous. 


The treasurer's report was of a less 
cheerful 
nature. 
The report of t h e 
board from all sources during 
the year 
were 
$794,066, a decrease of $58,749 
over last year a n d of $107,095 in 1887. 
Deficits carried forward to the new year, 
$60,275.93. 
The number of churches 
contributing is 3,744, a falling off of 
thirteen. 
The contributions of the wo- 
men's committees and Sunday schools 
saved the deficit from being oven larger. 
Never but once before has the board 
been so encomiiassed 
with 
trouble. 
Something 
must be done to raise 
money. 
There can and will be no re- 
trenchment. 


Over $1,000,000 is needed for the 
coming 
year. W e are perplexed but 
not i n despair; cast down but not de- 
stroyed. 
W e petition the assembly to 
devise some 
measure to assist us. Xt 
was asked 
that a special collection b e 
taken in all the churches some Sabbath 
in June of October. 
The moderator 
here requested Dr. Crosby to take the 
platform. 
The assembly 
arose and 
stood while Dr. Crosby offered a prayer. 


Dr. Burrell then made a stirring ad- 
dress in support of the recommendation 
of the report. 
He was frequently inter- 
rupted by applause. 
Rev. Dr. Ellen- 
wood, one of the secretaries of the 
board, 
followed 
Dr. Burrell. He 
thought the Presbyterian church was 
trying to do too many things with one 
collection. 
Dr. Alexander, of the pres- 
bytery of New York, and Mr. Jessup, a 
missionary from Syria, also spoke. The 
report was adopted.

The Itocal Union tSubmits Revised 
Bules to the Master Builders

Sec, 6, No member of the United 
Brothbrhood shall be allowed to work 
with a non-union man who shall refuse 
to become a member after one week's 
notice-by the members on said job.

A SHORT ROUTE ! 


To Eternity is the Method Adopted 
by i^. H. tShort, a Grand 
Army Man. 


Late yesterday afternoon a man about 
sixty years of age was seen to enter 
Ewing's grove, near the Pittsburg rail- 
road. 
He walked with a faltering step 
to a spot under a large oak tree, near 
the other edge of the grdve, on Griffith 
street, where he sat for some time 
watching a game of base ball that was 
in progress near by. 
After awhile 
the people in that vicinity heard the 
report of a pistol and looking in the di- 
rection from which the sound came saw 
the form of the old man lying flat upon 
the ground. 
The stranger had sent a 
38-callibre ball, from a Bull Dog re- 
volver, into his head, the lead entering 
above the right ear. 
7 h e m.an was still 
alive when the patrol wagon reached 
the spot and he was conveyed to the St. 
Joe hospital, where 
Dr. A. G. Barnetfc 
attended, 
b u t medical assistance 
only 
prolonged his life until 7 o'clock. 


The corpse was conveyed to Peltier's 
morgue, where Coroner Kesler investi- 
gated. 
He found nothing in the pock- 
ets to lead to the man's identity, but 
there was $3 in money. 
The body was 
dressed in a suit of blue clothes. The 
linen bore the mark of the U'. S. cloth- 
ing store. 


The remains were viewed by more 
than one thousand people last evening 
and to-day. 
This morning the body 
was identified by a G. A. R. comrade as 
that of G. H. Shorts, who belonged to 
the Thirtieth Ohio regiment. 


George D. Adams, money order clerk 
at the postoffice, recognized the dead 
man as the person who had on several 
occasions received money by postoffice 
order. He finds the name to be G. H. 
Short, and the last order taken out was 
Januai-y 4th. 
The order was from Ar- 
gus, Ind. 


The home of the deceased is not 
known, but is supposed to be some- 
where in Ohio. 
The remains have been 
embalmed by Mr. Peltier and will be 
held several days, as it is supposed two 
children survive him. 


THE IDENTITY DENIED. 


A Nickle Plate railroad man called at 
Peltier's morgue this afternoon and de- 
nied that the body was that of G. H. 
Sh^rt. He claimed to be acquainted 
with the Short in question.

The House Still Ensased in Blscuss- 
ing; the TarilTBill. 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—The increase 
of duty on tin plate proposed by the 
committee was adopted by the house by 
one majority—150 to 149. 


In the senate to-day the resignation of 
Sergeant-at-Arms Canady was presented 
to take effect June 30. After routine 
business the consideration of the silver 
bill was resumed and Mr. Stewart ad- 
dressed the senate. 


After the presentation of a memorial 
from the Manufacturers' club, of Phila- 
delphia, asking for the passage of the 
McKinley bill, and that it go into effect 
thirty days after approval, the liouse 
went into a committee of the whole on 
the tariflT bill, Mx-. Grosvenor, of Ohio, 
in the chair. 


For fully half an hour 
before noon 
the house was in the greatest confusion 
and when one minute before 12 o'clock 
arrived Mr. McKinley yielded the re- 
maining time to Mr. Frank, of Missouri. 
T h e excitement became so great that 
the noise was deafening and Mr. Frank's 
voice could not be heard six feet from 
where he stood. 


Suddenly out of the hubbub arose the 
clear, loud voice of Mr. McKinly call- 
ing: "Mr. Chairman ! Mr. Chairman ! " 
Quiet reigned in a moment and the re- 
publican leader called the attention of 
the chairman to the fact that 12 o'clock, 
the hour agreed upon for the first vote 
on the bill, had arrived. 
He moved 
that the committee rise and report the 
bill to the house. 
This ceremony hav- 
ing been performed by the chairman of 
the committee of the whole, Mr. Gros- 
venor (Ohio), Speaker Reed recognized 
Mr. McKinley, who, in deliberate tones, 
demanded the previous question and 
moved the third reading and engross- 
ment of the bill. 


Division was demanded by Mr. 
Bland, of Missouri, and the speaker, 
after counting, declared that 138 had 
voted in the affirmative and 128 in the 
negative. 
Then the yeas and nays were 
demanded by Mr. McKinley. The 
speaker announced that the yeas were 
161, the nays 143. Mr. Coleman, of 
Louisiana, and 
Mr. Featherstone, of 
Arkansas, republicans, voted with the 
democrats against the adoption of the 
motion. 
Mr. Butterworth, of Ohio, 
and Mr. Adams, of Illinois, refrained 
from voting. 


When the result of the ballot had 
been announced Mr. McKinley arose and 
asked the gentlemen of the minority to 
name the amendment of a friend by the 
Ways and Means committee as they 
were read, on which ballots were de- 
sired. 
Mr. Carlisle said that the minor- 
ity desired vot s only on those amend- 
ments which made increases of duty. 


The clerk then began to read the 
amendments. 
When he reached that 
increasing the duty on tin plate, the 
democrats called for a vote. 
Before the 
result was declared by the speaker IVIr. 
Kerr, (Iowa) and Mr. Thomas, (Wis.) 
republicans, who had voted with the 
democrats against the increase, changed 
their votes. 


Mr. Lincl, of Minnesota, another re- 
publican, announced that he had voted 
against the amendment under a mis- 
representation and therefore changed 
his vote, the speaker then announced 
that the yeas were 150, the nays 149. 


Applause from the democrats greeted 
the announcement of the vote which 
came so near being a democratic victory. 
Messrs. Butterworth, Flick, Henderson, 
of Iowa, Kelly, Mason, McComas, Mudd 
and Taylor, of Illinois, voted with the 
democrats. 


W h e n the ways and means 
amend- 
m e n t making yarn made of jute dutiable 
at 35 instead of 30 per cent, was read 
Mr. Carlisle asked for a vote. 
It was 
explained that by a typographical error 
jute yarn was made dutiable in the bill 
at 30 per cent., when the ways and 
means committee had intended that it 
should be dutiable at 25 per cent. The 
democrats however, decided to take ad- 
vantage of the error and called for a 
vote. Mr. McKinley called for the yeas 
and nays and the clerk started in the 
monotony of a roll call. 


On this amendment the yeas were 
143; nays, 144; the first democratic vic- 
tory. Democratic applause greeted the 
announcement of the vote. 


At this hour (1:30 p.'' m.) it looks as 
though the final vote on the tariff bill 
would not be had until 4 or 5 o'clock.

laws that the United States is bound to 
respect—and this is exactly the force oi 
the supreme court decision—it will 
prove the crack of the doom to tho 
whisky oligarchy. If politicians know 
the day of their salvation they will 
hurry through tho bill exempting the 
prohibitory states from any action oJ 
the inter-state commerce law so far ae 
liquor is concerned. If they do not, 
nexf fall's elections will make lively 
fighting all along the line. The people 
in prohibitory states like Iowa and Kan 
sas are apt to become provincial. But 
this decision obliges them to cast their 
eyes toward the horizon. It makes 
prohibition natioaal with a big capital 
"N."

Brotherhood shall bo allowed to work 
with a non-union nnn who shall refuse 
to become a member after ono week's 
uotico by tbo members on said job.

For fully half an hour before noon 


tho Louso was in tho gieatest confusion 
and when ono minute before 12 o'clock 
arrived Mr. McKiuley yielded tho re- 
maining time to Mr. Frank, of Missouri. 
The excitement became so great that 
tho noise was deafening and Mr. Frank's 
voice could not bo heard six feet from 
where he stood. 


Suddenly out of tho hubbub arose tho 


clear, loud voice of Mi. McKiuly call- 
ing: "Mr. Chairman ' Mr. Chairman ! "

Division \\as demanded by Mr. 


Bland, of Missouri, and the speaker, 
after counting, declared that 138 had 
voted in the affirmative aud 128 in the 
negative. Then the yeas and nays were 
demanded by Mr. McKinley. 
The 


speaker announced that the yeas were 
161, the nays 11.1. Mr. Coleman, of 
Louisiana, and Mr. Featherstone, of 
Arkansas, republicans, voted with tho 
democrats against the adoption of tho 
motion. 
Mr. Butteiworth, of Ohio, 


and Mr. Adams, of Illinois, refraine'l 
from voting. 


When the result of tho ballot had 


been announced Mr. McKinley arose aud 
asked the gentlemen of the minority to 
uamo the amendment of a friend by the 
Ways and Means committee as the.-y 
were read, on which ballots were de- 
sired. Mr. Carlisle said that tho minor- 
ity desired vot.s only on those amend- 
ments which made increases of duty. 


The clerk then began to read the 


amendments. When ho reached that 
increasing the duty on tin plate, tho 
democrats called for a vote. Before the 
result was declared by tho speaker Mr 
Kerr, (Iowa) arid Mr. Thomas, (Wis.) 
republicans, who had voted with the 
democrats against the increase, changed 
their votes. 


Mr. Liud, of Minnesota, another re 


publican, announced that ho had voted 
agaiust tho amendment under a mis- 
representation and therefore changed 
his vote, tho speaker then announced 
that the yeas were 150, the nays 149. 


Applause from the democrats greeted
